The Amendment of the Law of Bankruptcy in 
Ireland. 



[Note.— -The Words printed in Italics are proposed to be inserted 
in the Committee.^) 



W HEREAS it is expedient to amend the Law of Bankruptcy : Preamble. 
And whereas by an Act passed in the Reign of His late 
Majesty, intituled “ An Act to amend the Laws relating 6 W. 4. c. 14. 
“ to Bankrupts in Ireland,” various Alterations were made in the 
5 Administration of the Law of Bankruptcy, which have by Experience 
been found beneficial ; and it is advisable to extend the Provisions 
and Regulations contained in the said Act: Be it therefore enacted 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, bj’ and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
10 present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same,
